PROHIBITION ROLLS ON 


BERT OURRY 


The city of Washington is now “dry” Teas the only 
national capital in the world enjoying that distinction. 
Perhaps “enjoying” isn’t exactly the right word; but any- 
how, there’s no question about the distinction. 

And it’s a sign, sticking up like the proverbial sore 
thumb among miscellaneous omens of the time. When the 
capital banishes alcohol, it’s not a local phenomenon. The 
power that rules Washington, D. C., is the power that 
governs the United States, the power that 1s supposed to 
represent and make effective national opinion. 

There’s no doubt about it. National sentiment has 
turned against liquor. King Alcohol has few friends left 
willing to say a kind word for him. The lately powerful 
drink traffic no longer commands a respectable following. 
Public men who formerly kept neutral or angled for the 
“liquor vote,” now align themselves with “the righteous 
forces of the community.” Influential newspapers drift 
one by one into the prohibition fold. 

Prohibition is a big issue in many states and many 
cities this fall. We may expect a considerable gain of 
“dry” territory as a result of Tuesday’s election. And we 
may expect soon a more drastic exercise of the liquor- 
regulatine power conferred on the president, and further 
anti-liquor legislation by congress.

ANOTHER PACIFIST FOR WAR 


Another well known pacifict has recanted. Clarence 
Darrow, the labot union attorney, has dropped his non- 
militant beliefs, with this explanation: 

“Pacifism might work out in a million years, but not 
in this year and generation. It is only a religious theory. 
Most professed pacifists, moreover, do not believe in its 
doctrines, but are trying to help Germany against the 
United States.” 

It should be understood that what Mr. Darrow rejects 
is false pacifism. He is apparently as much a real paci- 
fist at heart as ever. That is to say, he is as ardently de-}. 
sirous of peace, as eager to see all international controver- 
sies decided by reason and justice rather than force. But 
he recognizes two highly important facts overlooked by 
many whose pacifism is sincere. 

One is that as the imperfect world is now constituted, 
there is no way of insuring the sway cf peace, reason and 
justice except by the exercise of force to subdue the ene- 
mies of peace—the use of military methods to subdue the 
militarists. The other is that, as most sensible people 
know perfectly well, most of the sentiment floating around 
today ainder the name of pacifism is mere camouflage for 
German propaganda.

and prosperity of enterprise.
